Eerth Shuttle 80 


On Sunda y, September 23rd, fourteen 
very excited grade 11 & 12 students together 
with Ms. Markle and Mr. Calderwood 
gathered at the Air B.C. terminal in the Inner 
Harbor. The group was set to depart via float 
plane for Seattle to begin the day-long trip to 
Orlando, Florida to participate in EARTH 
SHUTTLE ‘90, one of the senior options for 
OUTWEEK. 


We arrived in Orlando during the late 
evening and were immediately met by our 
Earth Shuttle representative. We awoke toa 
catered breakfast where P.J. Sallaway had four 
helpings of French toast. After breakfast we 
travelled to the Experimental Prototype 
Community Of Tomorrow (EPCOT). 

Our visit began with a presentation of 
"Listen to the Land”, a boat cruise through five 
distinct biomes all housed under a huge 
geeenhouse. During this cruise, students were 
reminded of the symbiotic relationship that 
exists between man and our planet and that we 
all share in the responsibility for the proper 
stewardship of our fragile Earth. This huge 
research project, which covers six acres, 
demonstrates how intelligent and constructive 
land use can help fulfill the world's future food 
needs. An agricultural scientist guided the 
group through the innovative concepts and 
technologies being developed. Hydroponics 
and integrated pest contro! were two of the 
topics covered. 

We then entered the Horizons Pavilion 
and were immediately seated in a space-age 
vehicle that took us on an incredible journey 
through the lifestyles of the 21st Century. This 
voyage included stops at the urban 
environment of tomorrow, arobotics-staffed 
desert farm, a working ocean colony anda 
“space city” where asteroid mining and zero- 
gravity crystal manufacturing took place. 

Our next stop was “The Living Seas” 
where students boarded a hydrolator which 
descended to the bottom of the ocean toa 
working sea base. 

The last pavilion on our schedule was 


one not to be missed. “The Wonders of Life 
was a facinating tour through the complexities 
of the human body. While viewing the film 
“Body Wars", participants were strapped into 
individual state-of-the-art simulators that 
propelled us on a thrilling high-speed ride 
through the circulatory system. In the second 
part of this show we climbed inside the head of 
a twelve year old boy as he negotiated his way 
through a typical day. This was accomplished 
with the aid of an amusing audio-animatronics 





film that had us all roaring in laughter. 

Following this presentation we explored 
a number of the other educational options 
available at EPCOT. These included the 
pavilions on Communication, Energy and 
Space. 

In the evening we all gathered at a prime 
location to view the spectacular laser-phonic 
light show. When it was over we returned to 
our hotel for arefreshing swim. 

While at Universal the students were 
exposed to a variety of technologies 
incorporated in T.V. and film production. A 
demonstration of laser-generated holographic 
images employedinthe movie G/osibusters 
was the first stop. This was followed by an 
examination of the tools and techniques of 
animation. An interactive demonstration of the 
use of perspective andrelative motion revealed 
the secrets behind a number of Alfred 
Hitchcock's movies. The climax to the day was 
a simulated earthquake. The thrilling 
simulation reminded the group of the 
unpredictable and uncontrollable forces of 
nature that we may soon experience on 
Vancouver Island. 

The day concluded with an examination 
of the art of stunt acting. Actors and directors 
prepared to film a stuntman being hit by a car. 
The precise location of the props was carefully 
calculated so that ther trajectories upon impact 
would remain in the camera's field of view. The 
actor was positioned with extreme precision to 
minimize the energy transferred during the 
collision while maximizing his safety and the 
desire effect. When the stunt was filmed the 
props landed exactly as calculated and the 
actor was unharmed. 


After breakfast on Wednesday, we were 
shuttled to the Kennedy Space Center, 
Spaceport USA. The visit began with the 
history of the American space program. This 
included the rocket garden, an interesting array 
of authentic space hardware. Inside the 
Exploration Station, hands-on activities 
allowed us to explore the various scientific 
principles required for space flight. Our group 
then boarded a bus to tour Cape Canaveral 
Space Flight Centre which allowed us to view 
one of the space shuttles sitting on the launch 
pad. 

After lunch we assembled in the Galaxy 
Imax Theater for a presentation of “The Dream 
is Alive.” This film captured fantastic views of 
our planet as seen from earth orbit. It also 
highlighted some of the zero-gravity research 
projects conducted during the shuttle flights. 
We then departed for some fun time at Cocoa 
Beach and Disney Village. 

On Thursday the group attended a 
classroom session where we were introduced 
to the ecology of central Florida. In the 
afternoon, during a nature walk, students were 
able to spot and identify alligators, egrets, 
mockingbirds, armadillos and other species. 
We were also ferried to Discovery Island where 
we were introduced to a number of the park's 
exotic animals including a tortoise, flamingos, 
lemurs and a spotted owl. Later in the 
afternoon we transferred to Magic Kingdom for 
a last evening of fun including some of the 
exhilarating rides such as Space Mountain. 

On Friday morning we boarded an early 
flight and prepared to set our minds in gear for 
Monday morning classes. We all agreed that 
Earth Shuttle ‘90 was a huge success and that 
we had just participated in THE ULTIMATE 
FIELDTRIP!
